|, FINDING OF THE MARINE COURT OF 
: ENQUIRY. 

The finding of the Marine Court of En- 
quiry as tothe lisa of tho steamer Benledé 
‘was read at the Harbour Master's Office this 
afternoon by the Hon. H. GQ ‘Thomsett, 
R.N., Harbour Master. It is as follows: —

Fortunately in this.case the weather was 
fine and there was no difficulty in rescuing 
the passorigers and crew.

will be held responsible for letting houses 
the drainage of which isin auch a state as 
to intuco injury to health amangast the 
tenants. The Jetting of ahouse for human 
occupation should -neceamrily imply that 
the boase is. held to be fit for occupation, 
aud substantial penalty should be required 
of a landionl who fails to fullil his part of 
the contract. In the ease of Gurney: 2. 
Stroud, tried the othor day ‘before’ Mr 
Jnstice Cave and a cowmon jury, the judge 
informed the jury that if a-house was let 
furnished, then there wza an implied con- 
tract by the landlord that it was fit for 
habitation, and- the tenant. having shown 
that gona after he came inty possession his 
wife and childron beenmu ill, two of the 
latter dying, he was awarded. compensation 
to the extent of £175, And in a somewhat, 
similar oase which came before Mr Sheriff 
Lees at Gliazow, £150 was awarded to a 
parent as compensation for the losa of a 
child eight years of age, and for illnoas in 
other members of his family, owing to the 
defective druinage of the housa which he 
occupied, —~Lancet.
